PRESIDENT’S 

MESSAGE 


1977  is  an  election  year  for  TNA 
and  it  is  not  too  early  for  you  to 
start  thinking  about  selecting  the 
ones  you  would  like  to  be  your  of¬ 
ficers  for  the  next  two  years. 

It  has  been  my  experience  that  the 
time  sequence  provided  by  the  rules 
governing  our  elections  are  too  short 
unless  considerable  preplanning  and 
preparation  have  been  done.  This 
message  then,  is  to  encourage  all  of 
our  members  to  start  preliminary 
action  at  this  time  so  that  the  official 
requirements  can  be  met  when  the 
call  for  nominations  is  issued. 

Article  IV  of  our  By-laws  contains 
the  rules  for  our  elections  and  I  sug¬ 
gest  that  you  review  these  rules 
Briefly,  they  provide  that  the  official 
call  for  nominations  for  the  offices 
of  president,  1st.  VP,  2nd.  VP,  secre¬ 
tary,  treasurer  and  district  governors 
be  published  in  the  December  TNA 
NEWS. 

Because  many  of  us  do  not  receive 
our  TNA  NEWS  until  the  middle  of 
the  month,  it  usually  leaves  less  than 
a  month  to  select  nominees,  secure 
acceptances,  prepare  biographies  and 
submit  them  to  the  secretary  to  ar¬ 
rive  before  the  15th  of  January  as 
required  by  the  rules.  Actually,  the 
nominations  should  be  sent  to  the 
secretary  by  the  1st  of  January  so 
that  they  can  be  forwarded  to  the 
TNA  NEWS  editor  by  the  5th  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  to  be  published  in  the  February 
TNA  NEWS  without  delaying  the  pub¬ 


lication  late. 

District  governors  play  an  espe¬ 
cially  important  part  in  our  election 
procedures.  They  are  required  to  con¬ 
tact  all  member  clubs  in  the  district, 
request  nominations  and  cause  them 
to  be  prepared  as  stated  above,  and 
be  submitted  to  the  secretary. 

In  my  opinion,  the  time  allotted 
for  the  above  activities  are  inade¬ 
quate.  I  therefore  request  all  district 
governors  to  contact  their  clubs  be¬ 
ginning  not  later  than  November  1. 
explain  our  election  procedures,  be 
perpared  to  answer  questions,  en¬ 
courage  nominations  and  otherwise 
initiate  the  action  required  under  the 
rules  so  that  a  last  minute  frenzy 
can  be  avoided.

The  United  States  dime  of  1916-1945 
has  been  incorrectly  referred  to  as 
‘'Mercury”  when  in  reality  it  is 
“Liberty.” 

The  design  for  the  10c  piece,  exe¬ 
cuted  by  A.  A.  Weinman,  shows  a 
Phrygian  cap  (cap  of  freedom)  fitted 
with  a  set  of  wings  signifying  free¬ 
dom  of  thought.  Mercury,  in  Roman 
mythology,  wore  a  helmet  and  was  a 
messenger  of  the  gods  and  generally 
god  of  commerce  and  traffic.  The 
misconception  of  Mercury  in  place  of 
Liberty  has  continued  with  collectors 
as  the  phrygian  cap  was  mistaken 
for  a  helmet. 

A  fasces,  old  Roman  symbol  of 
authority,  was  used  on  the  reverse  of 
the  Mercury-Liberty  dime.  A  fasces 
is  a  bundle  of  rods  (birch  or  elm) 
with  an  axe  in  the  middle,  blade 
projecting,  representing  power.  Wein¬ 
man  added  an  olive  branch  to  em¬ 
phasize  peace. 

Before  and  during  World  War  n, 
Benito  Mussolini  was  in  power  in 
Italy  with  his  fascism  and  objection 
was  raised  by  the  American  people 
to  the  then  current  dime  with  the 
fasces  design.  Since  the  required  25 
years  before  a  design  could  be  made 
stretched  to  29,  It  was  appropriate 
and  legal  to  introduce  a  new  design 
doing  away  with  a  distasteful  symbol 
Thus  our  Roosevelt  dime  came  into 
being  and  has  continued  to  date. 

The  Mercury-Liberty  coin  was  a 
radical  innovation  in  our  coinage 
history.  It  was  the  first  time  in  U.S. 
mintage  that  a  silver  coin  was  given 
a  different  obverse  than  the  higher 
denominational  coins  of  the  same 
year  of  issue.  The  Barber  dime,  quar 
ter  and  half  dollar  all  had  the  Liberty 
Head  designed  by  Charles  E.  Barber 
preceded  by  Seated  Liberty  designed 
by  Christian  Gobrecht. 


The  year  1916  also  saw  a  new  quar¬ 
ter  and  half  dollar.  Hermon  A.  Mac- 
Neil  used  a  standing  Liberty  design 
for  the  25c  piece  and  on  the  half, 
which  Weinman  also  designed,  we 
find  Liberty  walking. 

Outstanding  rarities  in  the  Mercury- 
Liberty  series  are  the  1916-D  with  a 
mintage  of  only  264,000  followed  by 
1921  -F*,  1921 -D,  1926-S,  1931-D,  and 
1931-S  with  less  than  2  million  of  each 
date. 

A  major  error  came  out  of  the 
mint  in  1942  -  the  1942  over  1941 
dime.  The  most  logical  explanation 
for  the  overdate  was  in  a  statement 
made  by  Nellie  Tayloe  Ross,  a  former 
mint  director,  in  1946  to  Stuart 
Masher,  editor  of  The  Numismatist 
at  the  time: 

“The  dime  under  consideration, 
with  a  date  of  1942  over  1941  was  not 
re-punched  or  re-engraved.  In  Septem¬ 
ber  of  each  year  the  engraving  of 
the  numeral  in  a  new  master  die  for 
the  following  year  is  started. 

"From  this  master  die  a  working 
‘hub’  is  drawn.  This  is  retouched  if 
necessary,  then  hardened.  This  hub 
is  used  to  fabricate  all  the  working 
dies  for  that  year. 

“During  that  period  when  utmost 
vigilance  was  required  to  keep  the 
date  dies  segregated  by  respective 
years,  a  die  may  have  been  given 
one  blow  with  a  1941  hub,  and  then, 
by  some  accident,  finished  with  a 
1942  hub. 

“All  dies  are  usually  inspected  by 
a  number  of  skilled  workmen  before 
they  are  delivered.  Due  to  the  heavy 
demands  for  coins,  the  engraving  de¬ 
partment  had  necessarily  stream¬ 
lined  its  operations  and  such  an  im 
perfect  die  apparently  escaped  de¬ 
tection.”

PAPER  MONEY 
CAME  SLOWLY 

By  The  Late 

BRAD  MILLS 

The  United  States  was  slow  to  issue 
and  guarantee  paper  money  as  we 
know  it.  Prior  to  1861  all  currency 
was  the  product  of  private  banks  that 
were  chartered  by  the  various  states. 
Many  of  these  banks  were  politically 
motivated  and  suspect  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  Poor  supervision  and  stock 
manipulation  soon  brought  disaster  to 
both  stockholders  and  depositors 
However,  some  of  these  private  banks 
remained  solvent,  endured  and  later 
became  national  banks  of  great  char¬ 
acter. 

Chartering  and  operation  of  private 
state  banks  from  1830  until  1861  was 
a  rather  simple  procedure.  They  in¬ 
volved  about  the  same  requirements 
that  a  private  corporation  passes 
through  today.  After  organization, 
news  was  circulated  to  the  effect  that 
a  so-and-so  bank  appeared  well  spon¬ 
sored  and  should  be  a  success  from 
both  stock  and  deposit  standpoints 
For  a  time  these  state  institutions 
would  flourish,  but  panics  and  mis¬ 
management  took  a  heavy  and  con 
tinuous  toll  along  the  way.  Bad  loans, 
nepotism  and  rank  promotions  led  to 
insolvency,  if  indeed  solvency  was 
ever  present. 

The  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  in 
1861  demonstrated  at  once  that  ordi¬ 
nary  coins  and  the  questionable  state 
bank  currency  were  grossly  inade¬ 
quate  to  finance  the  struggle.  People 
already  were  hoarding  coins,  and  our 
Treasury  quickly  decided  to  issue  its 
own  demand  notes  with  the  country’s 
honor  back  of  them.  This  forced  de¬ 
cision  paved  the  way  for  a  long  and 
continuous  series  of  paper  money,  of 


which  our  current  notes  are  a  part 

The  paper  money  collector  now  has 
the  choice  of  a  large  variety  of 
“broken  bank”  notes,  reminiscent  of 
a  wild  promotional  period.  Many  of 
these  bills  were  beautifully  designed 
and  engraved,  certainly  an  asset  in 
their  bid  for  acceptance  as  good 
money.  They  are  relatively  inexpen¬ 
sive,  although  some  are  scarce  and 
valuable. 

Confederaate  and  Republic  of  Texas 
currency  do  not  belong  in  the  “broken 
bank”  category,  yet  they  are  in¬ 
teresting  issues  of  stirring  times. 
Fifty  years  ago  a  piece  of  Confed¬ 
erate  currency  carried  no  collector 
value  and  was  commonly  referred  to 
as  “wall  paper.”  The  price  of  these 
notes  boomed  up  a  bit  in  the  early 
1960s  but  they  are  still  readily  avail¬ 
able  at  nominal  prices.  A  few  of  the 
earliest  issues  are  scarce.  The  Re¬ 
public  of  Texas  currency  was  issued 
by  a  sovereign  nation  and  still  has 
a  great  deal  of  charm  among  col¬ 
lectors.  It  is  available  largely  in  can 
celled  form. 

The  term,  “wildcatting,”  probably 
originated  with  the  demise  of  early 
private  banking  in  this  country.  Such 
words  as  “blue  sky”  came  later  with 
the  issuance  of  bogus  oil  stocks  and 
pioneering  promotions.  Both  terms 
have  endured  and  doubtless  are  ap¬ 
plicable  to  fancy  sheets  of  paper  still 
found  around  the  house  -  remindful  of 
the  “risk”  and  over-the-counter  issues 
that  did  not  make  the  grade.

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ANSWERS  -

1  Until  1910,  the  coins  of  England 
served  Australia  and  the  first  truly 
Australian  coins  were  struck  at  the 
Tower  Mint  in  London  during  that 
year.  In  1916,  the  Melbourne  mint 
was  completed  and  coins  began  be¬ 
ing  minted  in  its  own  country.  The 
Sydney  mint  opened  in  1919  and 
closed  in  1926.  The  Perth  mint  opened 
in  1921,  striking  pennies  dated  1922. 
but  struck  no  other  coins  until  1940. 
In  February  1966,  a  mass  ehange- 
cver  took  place  to  the  decimal  sys¬ 
tem  Not  only  did  all  transactions, 
credits,  debits,  notes,  bank  balances 
and  the  like  have  to  be  converted  to 
dollars  and  cents,  but  also  bookkeep 
ing  machines,  computers,  cash  reg¬ 
isters  and  other  mechanical  devices. 
Because  of  a  well  executed  program 
of  education  begun  more  than  a  year 
prior  to  the  changeover,  the  trans¬ 
ition  took  place  without  undue  con- 
fuson. 

2.  The  Commonwealth  of  Australia 
has  issued  only  four  commemorative 
coins  up  to  1954.  In  1927  a  florin  was 
ordered  to  honor  the  first  session  of 
Parliament  in  its  new  building  in 
Canberra,  the  federal  capital.  The 
second  one  was  a  florin  with  a  double 
date  1934-35  to  honor  two  events: 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  Victoria  and  the  100th  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  Melbourne  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year.  In  1951,  to  celebrate  the 
50th  anniversary  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  the  third  commemorative 
florin  was  struck.  The  last  of  the 
series  was  in  1954  when  a  florin  was 
struck  to  honor  the  visit  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  II. 

3.  The  coronation  of  Alexander  II 
as  Czar  of  Russia  took  place  on  May 
27,  1883.  For  this  historic  event  a 
special  ruble  was  struck.  At  the  time 


it  was  believed  that  the  whole  issue 
was  passed  out  to  guests  attending 
the  event,  but  later,  official  figures 
indicate  a  coinage  of  279,000  pieces 
Now  it  is  assumed  that  not  all  were 
passed  out  in  1883  and  that  they  were 
released  from  time  to  time  from  an 
undisclosed  hoard. 

4.  In  the  days  before  the  German 
Empire  (1871)  each  German  state 
had  its  own  coinage  often  using  dif- 
lerent  units  and  silver  of  various 
degrees  of  fineness.  Agreements  ar¬ 
rived  at  in  monetary  conventions 
held  in  1837  and  1838  established  a 
ratio  of  two  talers  to  3W  gulden.  The 
double  talers  of  the  1840's  and  1850’s 
reflected  this  action  by  stating  on  the

face  both  “2  taler  and  3%  gulden.” 
These  coins,  slightly  larger  than  U.S. 
silver  dollars,  became  known  as 
“champangne  talers”  because  at  that 
time  the  cost  of  a  magnum  of  cham¬ 
pagne  was  approximately  two  talers. 

5.  Legend  has  it  that  after  Fred¬ 
erick  the  Great  of  Prussia  conquered 
Silesia,  he  retained  many  officials  of 
that  country,  including  the  mint  mas¬ 
ter  of  Breslau.  When  ordered  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  taler  with  the  head  of  Fred¬ 
erick  in  place  of  that  of  Maria 
Theresa,  the  mint  master  acted 
promptly,  but  after  delivering  the 
new  coins  he  disappeared.  The  reason 
was  obvious.  In  place  of  “EIN 
REICH-THALER”  (one  imperial  dol¬ 
lar)  he  had  the  coin  reengraved  to 
read  “EIN  REICH  STAHL  ER”  (he 
stole  an  empire.)  All  known  speci¬ 
mens  were  immediately  assigned  to 
the  melting  pot  and  none  are  known 
to  exist  today. 

6.  Bracteates  were  a  true  product 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  being  thin,  wafer¬ 
like  silver  coins.  Instead  of  being 
struck  from  two  dies  to  make  a 
front  and  back  in  different  designs, 
only  one  die  was  used.  The  reason 
was  that  the  metal  was  so  thin  that 
it  could  not  stand  the  pressure  of  two 
dies.  Naturally,  the  reverse  design 
was  merely  the  mirror  image  of  the 
obverse.  The  first  ones  were  made 
in  Germany.  They  generally  showed 
religious  scenes,  bishops,  saints  and 
sometimes  knights  in  armor. 

7.  Probably  more  coins  of  the  17th 
century  exist  today  that  show  the 
profile  of  Leopold  I,  Holy  Roman 
Emperor,  than  of  any  other  ruler  of 
that  century.  He  ruled  from  1657  to 
1705.  Leopold  was  a  Hapsburg,  a 
member  of  the  Germanic  royal  fam¬ 
ily  that  ruled  the  Holy  Roman  Em¬ 
pire  almost  continually  from  1438.  A 
characteristic  of  this  noble  family 


was  a  protruding  lower  jaw  and  a 
thick  lower  lip.  Leopold  seemed  to 
be  proud  of  this  mark  of  Hapsburg 
royalty.  Instead  of  attempting  to  con¬ 
ceal  his  large  hanging  underlip,  he 
insisted  on  being  pictured  in  profile 
with  this  deformity  prominently  de¬ 
ployed.  For  this  reason  he  justly 
earned  the  nickname  “Hog  Mouth  ” 

8.  About  the  year  563  B.C.  near 
Nepal  in  Central  Asia,  a  child  named 
Siddhartha  Guatama  was  bom,  later 
to  be  revered  as  the  Buddha  (The 
Enlightened  One.)  To  celebrate  the 
2500th  anniversary  of  Buddhism, 
Ceylon  in  1957  issued  a  beautiful  sil¬ 
ver  dollar  size  coin. 

9  In  a  country  where  a  large  part 
of  the  population  is  illiterate,  there 
is  an  advantage  to  having  square 
coins,  or  coins  with  fluted  edges.  It 
makes  for  easier  identification. 

10.  The  toughra  is  the  name  of  a 
device  that  at  times  looks  like  a 
triple  G  clef.  It  was  used,  since  the 
14th  century,  by  the  Turkish  Ottoman 
Empire  on  her  documents  and  later 
on  her  stamps  and  coins.  According 
to  some  histories  it  had  its  beginning 
with  Murad  I  (1319-1389)  who  was 
Sultan  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  from 
1359  until  his  death.  He  was  illiterate 
and,  when  asked  to  sign  a  treaty, 
he  was  said  to  have  placed  the  first 
three  fingers  and  thumb  of  his  right 
hand  in  an  ink  pot  and  made  a 
flourish.  This  created  an  interesting 
monogram  that  was  used  with  vari¬ 
ations  by  future  sultans.

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KOREA- 

The  Ironclads  of  Admiral  Yi 


At  the  beginning  of  the  16th  cen¬ 
tury,  Korea,  a  peninsula  country 
some  600  miles  long  with  an  average 
width  of  170  miles,  had  known  many 
periods  of  invasion  and  strife.  These 
had  begun  with  peaceful  tribal  im¬ 
migrations  of  primitive  peoples 
searching  for  a  place  to  live,  farm 
or  fish  as  they  desired.  Later,  under 
the  Chinese  and  Mongols,  they  de¬ 
veloped  into  military  invasions  for 
the  purpose  of  exacting  tribute  or 
extending  political  control. 

The  people  of  Korea  had  repulsed 
or  resisted  these  warring  invaders 
for  many  centuries  until  eventually, 
with  the  founding  of  the  Yi  Dynasty 
(1392-1910)  they  had  established  a 
comparatively  stable,  unified  govern 
ment.  Suddenly,  in  1590,  Korea  was 
faced  with  a  different  type  of  aggres¬ 
sion  -  not  from  Asia  across  the  Yalu 
River,  but  from  Japan  across  the 
eastern  sea. 

The  Japanese,  under  the  direction 
of  their  powerful  dictator,  Hideyoshi. 
came  into  Korea  with  the  intention 
of  subjecting  that  country  to  Japanese 
rule,  establishing  trade  routes  to 
China  and  possibly  conquering 
China  itself.  The  most  significant  op¬ 
position  to  these  grandiose  Japanese 
schemes  was  put  forth  by  a  Korean 
admiral,  Yi  Sun  Sin. 

Admiral  Yi  built  several  ships, 
covered  with  iron  plates  and  mounted 
cannon.  They  were  called  “Turtle 
Ships”  because  of  their  resemblance 
to  that  reptile.  With  these  armored 
ships,  Admiral  Yi  created  so  much 
destruction  and  confusion  that  the 
Japanese  could  not  successfully  main¬ 
tain  their  supply  lines  even  though 
their  armies  had  secured  a  firm  foot 
hold  within  Korea.  Yi  continually 
harassed  the  Japanese  fleets  during 
later  invasions  and,  at  one  time  dur¬ 


ing  a  cessation  of  hostilities,  he  was 
reduced  to  the  ranks  because  of  im¬ 
perial  treachery.  He  was  later  re¬ 
instated. 

In  1598,  after  the  death  of  Hideyoshi, 
the  Japanese,  attempting  to  return 
to  Japan,  were  again  engaged  bv 
Admiral  Yi  and  severely  defeated. 
The  admiral  lost  his  life  in  this  battle, 
but  the  victory  thwarted  further 
Japanese  plans  of  conquest. 

Admiral  Yi  Sun  Sin  enjoys  a  be¬ 
lated  commemoration  on  the  Republic 
of  Korea  50  Hwan,  first  minted  in 
1959.  This  coin,  of  cupronickel,  bears 
on  the  obverse  an  impression  of  a 
"Turtle  Ship”  with  the  value  and 
country  in  Korean  characters. 

The  reverse  bears  the  English  in¬ 
scription,  “Republic  of  Korea,”  a 
large  Arabic  numeral  50,  and  the 
date  4292.  reckoned  from  the  myth 
of  Tangun,  who  supposedly  united  the 
primitive  tribes  of  Korea  in  the  24th 
century  B.C.  —  William  O.  West, 
INTERCOIN.
